Two Tery Old Men. 


Mr. Fmile Levasseur has recently pre- 


sented to the Academy of Sciences a very 
interesting communication apropos of 
the "Centenarians in France, according 
to the Census of 1886." The number of 
such persons is much less than is gener- 
ally supposed. Young women have the 
affectation to remain young, while the 
old men that are cited for their great 
age have the vanity to grow old in order 
to be admired. 


In Bavaria, according to the census of 


1871. there were thirty-seven centenari- 
ans: but, when the fact came to be veri- 
fied, only one authentic case was found. 


In Canada, 421 were cited. Out of 


this number, the social state of eighty- 
two was ascertained by the aid of bona 
fide documents, and there remained after 
the examination, but nine genuine cen- 
tenarians—five men and four women. 


In France, the same delusion exists 


in regard to centenarians, as is proved 
by the reports emanating from the bureau 
of statistics. 


Alter the reception of documents rela- 


tive to ISx centenarians, it was found 
by reference to authentic records, such 
as registrations of baptism, half-pay 
lists, etc, that the number dwindled 
down considerably, say to about sixty. 
Among these there was a person named 
Joseph Ribas. who was born at San 
Estevan de Litera. in Spain, on August 
20. 1770, and who lived at Tarbes. 


We add to these details two little 


known documents on examples of extra- 
ordinary human longevity. The first says: 
"Jean Causeur, butcher by trade, aged 
130 years, bom in the village of Plou- 
mogaer, in Lower Brittany." 


The second document is relative to Mr. 


Noel DCS Quersonnieres, who was born 
on February 2"\ 172S, at \ alenciennes, 
where his father was King's Counselor. 
He became Commis-ary-(.-enernl of Mili- 
tary Supplies in l7S'-\ a=id was in dis- 
grace under the Empire. He went to 
live at London, where he married. At 
the age of 117 he was still vigorous. 
His face is pleasant, says his biography, 
his hearing and sight have pre?erved an 
astonishing delicacy of perception, and 
his head is not entirely devoid of hair.

CANNING APinjES. 


^.pples may bo canncd in tlio lata 
/lutumn, 
or 
even 
in 
the 
winter, 
and 
tho housekeeper 
will 
imd 
few 
of her stores more palatabe and ser- 
viceable than canned ajiples. 
Among 
your apples you doubtless have some 
which are not good keeping fruit and 
which rot before spring. 
Hnlcct them 
for immediate cooking and eating» and 
for canning. 
Even among tho best keep- 
ing apples you will find some that are 
cut, or bruised, or spcckcd, and these 
you should pick out for cauuing. 
It is 
well to inspect your stock of apples week- 
ly during the late autumn and winter, 
that you may promptly separate from the 
rest and utilize such as show indications 
of not keeping long. 


There arc tv/o ways to can apples. 
You may prepare them as for apple lloat— 
peeling, coring, cutting up, and stewing 
them down flue. 
In this form they make 
a nice dessert in the spring with the ad- 
dition of Avhite sugar, the frothed whites 
of a couple of eggs, and a little cream 
poured over them, or they ani very nice 
for pies. 
The other way is much easier 
and quicker. 
Cut them crosswise, with- 
out peeling, as if for frying; put them 
in a kettles cover them Avith hot water, 
let them come to a brisk boil and can 
them. 
Three requisites aro essential to 
successful canning: Have the fruit boil- 
ing hot when you go to can it; 
lill the 
vessel brimful, 
and

rim of the tin can bone dry, as any moist- 
ure here will cause the cement to drop 
off. 
In March or April, when your stock 
of winter apples will have given out, you 
will be glad that you have some canned 
ones to fall bnck on, and you will find 
that those sliced for frying will make a 
particularly palatable dish for a spring 
dinner. 
One advantage in late canning 
is that by late autumn or early winter 
you will have commenced to use your 
stock of articles canned in summer, and 
will, consequently, have some empty cans 
which you can use for apples without the 
expense of having to buy a fresh supply. 
No fruit, excepting, perhaps, tho straw- 
berry, makes a more delightful preserve 
than tine, well-liavored apples. 
Pippins 
are especially nice for this purpose, and 
BO is an apple known as tlie "Cannon 
Pearmain." 
But almost any good apple 
will answer. 
Three-quarters of a pound 
of white sugar to a pound of the fruit ia 
the right proportion for apples tolerably 
sweet. 
Make the syrup lirst, and after 
it has boiled clear add the apples. A few 
racemes of white ginger or a little lemon 
juice will improve tho 
flavor. 
Some 
housekeepers add a few slices of lemon 
instead of squeezing out the juice. Apple 
jelly is very nice, especially that made of 
crab apples. 
In preserving, as in can- 
ning, it is tho best policy to pick out 
apples which would not keep through 
the winter, although you must pick tine 
apples if you wish to have 
first-clasj 
preserves,—American 
Agriculturist,

A good camphor ice is made of one 
ounce of spermaceti, one ounce of cam- 
phor, one ounce of almond oil, one-half 
cake of white \va:;; melt all together and 
turn into molds. 


If soot falls upon the carpet or rug do 
not attempt to sweep it until it has been 
covered thickly \vith dry salt; it can then 
bo swept up propeily and not a stuin or 
smear will be left. 


An excellent cold cream mny bo made 
of an ounce of white roso perfume,a half 
ounce of sperjnaceti, a pint of rose water 
and 
almonds enough to make a 
paste, 
beat all together well. 


Do not light a sick room at night by 
means uf a jet of gas or kerosene lamp 
burning low; nothing impoverishes the 
air sooner.

Moscow 
is supplied with water from sprinss 
twelve miles away, but it is brought 
onlv to the large fountains in the stieet 
squares, and the p-pes are rarely laid to the 
houses. It is necessary to bring all the 
water for household use from one of 
these fountains and distribute it to their 
customers, who pay something like 30 
cents to 40%cents a month for it. Every- 
thing about these fountains and water- 
carriers is so primitive that there arc not 
even any stop cocks or hose, and each 
man must fill his own barrel with a long- 
handled dipper. The carriers become 
so expert in' handling the dippers that 
they keep an almost continuous stream 
going from the fountain to the reservoirs 
carried. In case of a fire there is always 
trouble. 
The engines are small and 


with but little force. They are drawn 
bv horses, with half a dozen men to each 
machine, but no sooner does everything 
net into working shape than the water 
gives out. All the water for the engine 
is brought in a large cask mounted on 
wheels, similar to a water sprinkler, and 
these casks must be constantly renewed. 
There is not in all Moscow a cistern for 
fire purposes, and though the city is 
provided with water pipes, there is not 
a single hydrant. Every water cask 
Bi'ist go to the fountain to be filled. In 
spite of these ridiculous appurtenances, 
the firemen are drilled, and'lookneat in 
their brass helmets, high boots and 
coarse gray clothe?, and t.re far more 
e!lic!ent~than one would suppose- T nless 
the flames get under too mu h headway 
they are usually checked before doing 
serious damage, but otherwise it is 
thought a good thing if a spread is pre- 
vented.

TO DESTROY STUMPS. 


1. Bore a hole one inch in diameter, 
eighteen inches deep, into the centre of 
the stump and put in one ounce of salt- 
petre, filling up with water and plugging 
up the hole. 
This should be done in the 
fall. 
In the spring the plug is to be 
taken out, a half gill of kerosene poured 
into the hole and set on fire. 
It will burn 
out the stump to the furthest root. 


2. In the fall bore a hole one inch in 
diameter, ten inches deep, into the cen- 
tre of the stump and put in a half pound 
of vitriol and plug very tight. 
In the 
spring the whole stump and roots through 
all their ramifications will be so rotted as 
to bo easily removed.—Farmerii^ Home 
Journal.

An Indiana reader asks if it will pay 
lo save chicken feathers. 
Our reply is 
for while they have not the same 
marked 
value as those of geese and 
ducks, it will pay to save them on any 
place where over a hundred 
head of 
poultry aie kept. 


These feathers are easily 
dressed. 
Strip the plumage from the quills of the 
larger feathers and mix with the small 
ones, putting the whole loosely in paper 
bags, which should be hung up in the 
kitchcn or some other 
place to 
dry. 
Then let the bag^ be baked 
three or 
four times for half an hour at a time in 
a warm but not hot oven, 
drying for 
two days between cach baking, and the 
process will be completed. 
Less trouble 
than this will answer and is often made 
to suflice, but the feathers are inferior in 
crispness to those so treated 
and may 
occasionally 
become 
ollensive.—J^txo

perhaps a little smaller than it was eleven 
months before. 
Possibly, as scrubs, the 
common cattle of ray present locality 
can scarcely be beaten. 
But as a proof 
of my statement on the first line I give 
this record of a scrub cow which I have 
had five years nnd have regenerated dur- 
ing that time into a very fair milker. At 
first, at three years old, she gave me, 
three months after calving and on tho 
best feeding, six quarts of milk per dnyi 
By good feeding on clover pasture, clover 
hay and corn m.eal, as much as she can 
use profitably, she has comc up In the five 
yearii to her sixth calf, and her udder has 
greatly increased in size, until now it is 
forty-two inches .iround at its upper part, 
and with her fifth heifer calf, all of 
which I have reared, her yield is eight- 
een <|uarts of milk daily, from which is 
made eleven pounds of butter in a week. 
One scrub heifer with her first calf, and 
two years old, is milking fourteen quarts

FEEDING YOUKG 
PIGS. 


It is not profitable to sell pigs at the 
early age of four weeks unless they are 
•fat enough for roasters and can be sold 
at a good price. 
More gain in weight 
is made in such pigs than at any other 
age. 
It would ceitainly be advisable to 
put them up and feed them for sale later, 
when they might weigh 100 to 
125 
pounds each and sell in the market for 
seven or eight cents per pound dressed. 
A four weeks old pig well fed will, or 
should, gain one pound 
of live weight 
for three to four pounds of food con-

AND LOSS. 


Winter no stock that is not productive. 
To feed a dry cow through the winter is 
to foolishly waste good money. 


The average weight of fleeces sheared 
iu the United States has doubled within 
the past thirty years.

THE V A L U E OF ROOTS FOH 
FEEDING. 


No farmer who has once grown roots 
for fall and -vriatcr feeding will ever aban- 
don the practice. 
And no farmer who 
can be induced once to grow them as a 
trial will ever regret the pains he has 
tak en, 
i^o doubt under the generally 
careless culture of such crops there is 
much labor bestowed upon the 
roots. 
"Weeds liave to be destroyed and much 
hand-hoeing has to be done. 
This is 
the fault of the farmer and the land, and 
not of the root crop itself. 
The young 
plants grow slowly at the best, and )n 
ground make still slower growth. 
But this may be overcome by having the 
ground clean and well fertilized. 
Any 
iarmer who has never grown roots for 
fear of the labor of keeping them clean, 
should plow an acre now and get it ready 
for cross-plowing and thorough harrow- 
ing in the spring so that it may be well 
cleaned Ipy the end of May for 'the sow- 
ing. 
A small plot can be easily kept 
clean by the use of one of the hand culti- 
vators, and will require no more labor 
than a crop of potatoes or corn.—Aincri- 
can 
AfjricuUuriat,

Three Prisowers Escape.—On Fri- 
day evening the conimuniJy was star- 
tied with the announcement that three 
prisoners had broken jail. They were 
Paul F. Kappps, awiuting trial for 
breaking into F. R. Schriver's store, 
and Charles A. and Jacob Long, for 
the stealing of Mr W. H. Doatrich's 
horses. 
The escape was made thro 
tho window of Charles Long's cell, 
the second one on the left hand side 
of the corridor. 
Soon after supper 
one after another went into the cell, 
where the middle bar in the small 
window had been sawed out. leaving 
a very narrow space, less than a foot, 
through which they escaped into the 
yard by aid of a blanket, first taking 
off their clothing. Under the window 
were found a pipe,a sleeve button and 
several shirts. 
In the cell were a ta- 
ble and chair upon which they stood 
to file and which aided in getting 
them out. 
The jail wall was scaled 
by aid of a heavy rope knotted at reg- 
ular intervals and fastened to the top 
of the wall. 
Their absence was no- 
ticed at 7,20, when the jailor went to 
lock them up for the night. 
Search 
was at once instituted in all directions 
but no clue found until Sunday morn- 
ing, when information reached Dep- 
uty 
McLhenny (Sheriff 
Taughin- 
baugh having gone in the direction 
of Baltimore), that Kappes and per- 
haps the other two were secreted in 
tho house of Wm. Kappes, on the 
York pike near the first gate. 
He 
and Chief-of-Police Myers organized 
a posse and surrounded the house. 
After a diligent search, the escaped 
man was found between the ceiling 
of the second story room and the 
garret floor, a board having been saw- 
ed out and nailed down after he got 
into his close quarters. 
A revolver 
of heavy calibre was in bis posses- 
sion, but he had no opportunity to use 
it. 
The uncle was brought along 
with Paul and placed in jail for con- 
cealing and aiding an escaped pris- 
oner. 
Later in the afternoon Her- 
man Kappes, a brother of Paul's was 
arrested and placed in jail on the 
same charge the fficers having con- 
siderable difficulty in securing his ar- 
rest. 
The theory that the Long 
brothers were also in the vicinity has 
been pretty well 
exploded, 
their 
course having been most likely in the 
direction of Maiyland, 
The other 
horse thief, Isaac Wolf, did not get 
away with the rest; whether he could 
not get away or did not want to is not 
known.

lONGS COAL AND COTTON. 


IT'S A C71NTITRY SINCEINDTTSTRIAL 
AM3RI0A CROWNED THEM. 


Ivlni; Anthracite Oiscovoroil in P e n n 
s y l r a n i a - K l n K Cotton KntUroiica 
by Mcchauical Inventions 


Coal and cotton—what cnonuoua 
in- 
dustries do these two Avorcls suggest, and 
who could believe ou thclirst sufvcrestiou 
that the Aracricau ccnteuniiil of the lu- 
.nuo-uvation of these industries is yet to 
bc'celebratecl? 
But it is even so. 
True, 
isome little work was douo in both long 
before, but the great coal mines of Penu- 
iBvlvaniawere not discovered till 1791, 
ftnd on the 12th day of July, 1700, San> 
nel Slater first started his machines at 
Pawtuckct, R. 1., 
ii^d soon after the 
manufacluriug of cotton was an assured 
isnccess. 


Wo may now say that the Unite States 
produces in round numbers 
7,000,000 
bales of cotton yearly, of which one- 
third is manufactured in the country, 
and that the total output of coal this year 
will be very near 180,000,000 tons, of 
which Pemisylvania will produce one- 
half, as she has done for some years past. 
It is therefore fittinrc that 
Pennsylvania 
should inaugurate the centennial as she 
now proposes. The history of the Staters 
»coal discoveries is quite a romance. 


In 1701 Philip Ginther lived on the 
mountain side near the site of the pres- 
ent Mauch Chunk, Pcnn, 
The forest 
-was in its primitive state, game was 
plenty and he was a good hunter. 
la 
one excursion he found a largo tree re- 
cently uprooted, and in the cavity thus 
formed was a peculiar *^black stone," 
which excited his curiosity, and ho took 
a specimen to Colonel Jacob Weiss, a 
neighbor whom ho suspected of superior 
knowledge. That gentleman pronounced 
it «'stone coal" and sent specimens to 
Philadelphia. 
The savants declared it 
was too hard to be valuable, but Mr. 
'Charles Cist, a printer, declared other- 
wise, and, after a long struggle, organ- 
ized a small company to mine it—and 
thus was the first anthracite 
coal in 
Pennsylvania developed 


of Pawtuckct. ridvancod the means, and 
ho made the maohinery from m e m o r y - 
starting it July 12, 1790. 
He had pre- 
viously tried New York and Philadelphia, 
hut no one would venture. He remained 


torn of New England. 
It is also claimed 
that he founded the first Sunday-school 
in America. 


Captain Henry F. Jcnks,of Pawtuckct, 
who is organizing 
the centennial, pro- 
poses that every cotton 
manufacturing 
firm in the United States shall furnish one 
stone to make 
a monument for 
Slater, 
to be surmounted by his statue. 
The 
growth of the manufacture has been re- 
markably regular for seventy years, tho 
war era excepted, and tho ratio of homo 
consumption to exported raw cotton has 
varied but slightly for twenty years. 
In 
1S90 there 
were 10,921,146 
spindles 
runnini? in tho United States, employing 
181,628 persons, but tho increase sinco 
has been very great. 
In the South tho 
number doubled in seven years, the pro- 
duct being worth i?21,000,000 in 1880, 
and $43,000,000 in 1887. 
The price of 
raw cotton also grows more steady as the 
area of production 
increases, a variation 
of two cents in a year being 
now 
rare 
where variations of five or ten cents were 
common sixty yiars a g o . — B r o o k l y n 
Ciii* 
sen* 


It did not pay, however; the black- 
smiths declared that they could do noth- 
ing with it; timber was so abundant that 
no^one thereabouts used coal for fuel, 
and there were no good roads. 
So but 
-a few tons were mined. 
In 1708 the 
State began to improve the navigation of 
the river, and in 1803 Mr. Cisi started 
six *'arks" down the stream with a hun- 
dred tons of coal on each. Four of these 
were wrecked, two reached Philadelphia, 
and after many attempts to ''make it 
burn," tho municipal authorities, who 
had bought the stuH, used it to make 
footwalksl 
And so ended for seventeen 
years the operations of the Lehigh Coal 
•^Company. 


In 1810 anthracite was found neav 


Pottsville, and the blacksmiths there suc- 
-ceeded in making it burn, and in 1817 
some was sent to Philadelphia. 
The 
man who tried to sell it was threatened 
v/ith arrest for attempting a swindle! 
One firm, however, tried it in a furnace, 
and after some hours of blowing and 
sweating the laborers quit in disgust, 
fastened the furnaco doors and went to 
dinner. 
When they returned the furnace 
doors were red hot. 
The secrcD was dis- 
-covercd--anthracite coal was to be igni- 
ted and then simply let Alone. 
In 1820 
the Lehigh Company began again and 
shipped 365 tons; they made it lOOU 
tons the next year, 2240 the next and 
4500 the next. 
The increase thereafter 
•was rapid, a railroad coming in 1828^ to 
bring the coal to the river. 
In 1830 
the Lehigh Company shipped 41,000 
tons; 225,000 in 1840 and 722,000 
in 
D BS'). 
In 1837 Pennsylvania 
produced 
;>l,64l,007 tons of anthracite and about 
;i0i000,000 tons of bituminous. 
Then 
came the great strike, and immediately 
after it natural gas, and for figures on 
the actual effects we must wait this year s 
•census. 


It is queer that mankind was so slow 
to discover the value of coal, 
though 
Theophrastus mentions that tho smiths 
•of ancient Elis used a sort of stone for 
• their forges which he called '»lithathrax." 
The Komans cut roads and aqueducts 
thiough tho coal bods of Franco and 
never usei tho mineral. 
In England it 
was certainly used as early as A. D. 850, 
but tho discovery of cinders indicates 
that the Britons used it bclore tho lioman

pared tho opinion of the Supreme Court
